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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Invention I, claims 1-17, and cancellation of 
claims 18-38 in the reply filed on 10/25/2004 is acknowledged 



Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 1-17 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a semiconductor device having all exclusive limitations as recited 
in claims 1 and 12, comprising a semiconductor substrate, a plurality of spaced apart first 
isolation layers on the semiconductor ^substrate, the first isolations layers either defining a 
plurality of active regions or being parallel and adjacent ones of the first isolation layers defining 
a plurality of second isolation layers in between, a plurality of cell gates, a dielectric layer on the 
sidewalls of the cell gates, a plurality of parallel control lines each surrounding at least a portion 
of the dielectric layer, and a data line connecting a subset of the cell gates, each of the cell gates 
either on a respective one of the active regions and comprising a stack of a gate dielectric layer, a 
storage node, a multi-layer tunnel barrier, and a source layer or each of the cell gates being on at 
least a portion of two of the second isolation layers. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

U.S. Patent 5,427,966 to Komori et al. discloses a nonvolatile memory array having cells, 
adjacent cells sharing a source line that is connected to a common source/drain shared by each 
pair of adjacent cells, and a data line that is common to all of the other source/drains in a row, the 
other source/drains not being connected to a source line.
